NOTICE TO FOX RANCHERS 


Foxes for export to the United States must comply with the following regulation 


of the Bureau of Animal Industry :-— 


“All foxes offered for importation into the United States from any part of the world 


except foxes imported for zoological gardens or aimiier institutions shal! be subject to 
inapection by an inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry and to quarantine under 
the supervision of an inapector of the bureau until it can be determined by inepection 
and examination whether auch foxes are affected or infected with ascarids, hookworm, 
lungworm, coccidiosis, mange, distemper, or any other disease contagious to foxes. 

“Foxes offered for importation will be subject to inapection ovly, in cases where 
they are accompanied by a certificate signed by an official salaried veterinarian of the 
country from which they are rted certifying that as a result of his inspection and 
of a laboratory examination of the feces of such foxes, they are found to be free from 
internal parasites, and that a careful clinical examination failed to reveal the presence 
of distemper, mange, or py acner contagious disease. The owner must present an 
affidavit that the sald certificate covers the foxes in question. 

“Diseased foxes must either be returned to the souatry of origin or destroyed. 

“Permits of this department muat procured for all foxes to be offered for im- 


rtation into the U States, and al] foxes imported for breeding purposes must be 

entered through ports ited for the try of Noxes as follows: Ealnie, Me. : Boston,
